Response to Arguments 

2, Applicant's arguments, filed as an appeal brief on 9/12/2005, with respect to 
claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior rejection of claim 1 
has been withdrawn. A new non-final rejection appears herein. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described In (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Feinberg et al 
US Patent No. 6,065,046. 

4. With regards to claim 1 , Feinberg teaches extracting a data value from one of 
said message data blocks (Feinberg, column 11 line 58 - column 12 line 13, extracts 
data value from header), selecting an encryption key from among a plurality of keys 
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dependently upon said extracted data value (Feinberg, column 1 1 line 67 - column 12 
line 2), and encrypting a subsequent one of said message data blocks using said 
selected encryption key (Feinberg, column 12 lines 50-59, encrypts data portion of 
message using key selected based upon previous header portion).
